Washington, March 18.—Seventy thousand 
men is the number of Spanish soldiers 
who have been killed, wounded or other- 
during the 
present war in Cuba. These figures have 


been received in this city recently from 


wise incapacitated for duty 


reliable sources and are sald to be as near- 
ly authentic as it is possible to obtain them 
without recourse to the records kept by 
the Spanish government. From the same 
source considerable other information bear- 
ing on the military strength of Spain and 
her dependencies is obtained. The present 
force of Spain in Cuba is as follows: 

Regulars, 135,000 men, Of this number it 
is estimated that £0,000 of them are effective 
for military purposes. They are distributed 
throughout the island as follows: 

How Troops Are Distributed. 

About 25,000 are in the two eastern prov- 
ines of Santiago de Cuba and FPuerto 
Principe, and the remainder are in the 
provinces of Santa Clara, Matanzas, Ha- 
va and Pinar del Rio. 

Shere are about 30,000 members in what 
ls known as the volunteer army. These 
are mostly in the province of Havana and 
are largely in the nature of home guards, 
tarespinding to our state militia. There 
are 5,000 men who are not effective for 
military duty from various causes. 

The strength of the Spanish army at 
home and including her nearby posses- 
sions is 100,000 men, which in times of de- 
mend for additional soldiers may be in- 
creased as follows: 

Spain’s Greatest Strength. 

First reserve, 50,000; second reserve, 160,- 
W men, all of whom are instructed in mil- 
itary tactics and a second reserve which 
6 fot instructed of 300,000 men, making in 
alla grand total of 610,000 men. 

Since these figures were received here re- 
cent drafts of 15,000 men to strengthen the 
army in Cuba, leaves only 180,000 of Spain’s 
Mgular army now in the peninsula, the 
Balearic islands, the Spanish possessions 
in North Africa ang the Canary islands. 

In the Philippine islands Spain has an 


5,00 native troops. Several regiments of 
lae latter were disbanded during the time 
Of the late insurrection in the islands, and 
in time. of War, it is said, they are of very 
little use to the Spanish government. 

In Porto Rico there are 5,000 Spanish 
troops Which, in the event of hostilities, 
Suid be supplemented by 4,000 volunteers.

Washington, March 18.—The house com- 
mittee on coinage, weights and measures 
has favorably reported to the house a reso- 
lution authorizing the secretary of the 
treasury to make experiments lo determine 
the best material for minor coins and to 
submit new designs for coins in congress. 
The committee says the copper penny 
becomes dingy, dirty, dull and by corrosion 
poisonous; the five-cent nickel, three-quar- 

ters copper, is too soft. 

Switzerland, Austria, Hungary and Italy 
have adopted pure nickel for their minor 
coinage with very satisfactory results, the 
coins being hard, durable, magnetic, vel- 
vety to the touch, retain their color and 
do not corrode.

FRANCE WANTS PIECE OF CHINA | 


Republic Makes Demands Upon China | 


Accompanied by Threats. 


Pekin, March 18.—The French demands 
upon China, in addition to those cabled 
frem Pekin last night, are that China 
shall not cede any portion of the four 
provinces of Kwang Tung, Kwang Si, Yu 
Nan and Kwei Chou, that the railroad 
from Lung Chou Ting on the northern 
frontier of Tonquin, shall be extended via 
Paso Siam, into the Yun Nan provisions, 
that a coaling station be granted to France 
at Lei Chou Fu (Chou Peninsular, north of 
Hai Nan) and that the director of the im- 
perial postoffices be a Frenchman, evident- 
ly with the view of separating it from the 
control of Sir Robert Hart, the director 
of the Chinese maritime customs. 

The cession of a coaling station at Kwang 
Chou is also demanded on the same terms 
as Kiao Chou Bay, ceded to Germany, 
railroad concession to include exten- 
sive mining privileges. 

Eight days are allowed to Caina In which 
to reply to the French demands and threats 
are interpreted to indicate the French oc- 
cupation of the province of Hai unless the 
Chinese comply.

Secretary of the Treasury Addresses Cleve- 
laud Chamber of Commeres. 


ADVOCATES GOLD STANDARD’ 


Speaker Declares That the People Will 
Not Accept Verdict of ’96. 


PAYS HIS RESPECTS TO SILVER ADVOCATES 


IlJinois Banker Tells His Hearers That 
All Plans but His Are Wrong 
and Must Fail. 


Cleveland, O., March 18.—Secretary of the 
Treasury Gage delivered an address this 
evening before the chamber of commerce 
upon financial questions in acceptance of 
an invitation given Secretary Gag6e several 
weeks ago by the committee. Se 

The secretary was met by the officials 
of the chamber and escorted to the Hollen- 
den. 

At 6 o'clock they dined , 
then proceeded to the chamber, which was 
densely crowded with the leading business 
men of the city. No one but members 
were admitted. After the address the sec- 
retary was entertained at the club. 

Secretary Gage'’s address in part follows: 

Cherished Hope Blasted. 


“Most ot us had enerished the hope that 
the financial] issues which have so long 
vexed the country had been settled by the 
political decree of 18%. Most of us haa 
believed that the people's voice having once 
been decisively uttered, those who repre- 
sented that voice would be left free to 
peaceably adjust the financial policies of 
the government in a manner consistent with 
the warrant they had received. Events 
and conditions easily recognizable now g0 
to show that such is not the fact. One 
branch of the national legislature, com- 
paratively unaffected in its personnel by 
the election of 1896, is evidently not sym- 
pathetic to that reasonable and logica] re- 
sult. Of various political faiths, the ma- 
jority of members in that body have the 
power to obstruct, perhaps unite to defeat, 
the last expression of the popular will. 
‘More than this, the evidences are strong 
that the minority will force a motion to 
reconsider, in 1900, the people's verdict of 
1s¥6. We must be ready to vote again upon 
the main issue. We need not fear its re- 
sults. It is the nature of truth, as it is of 
light, to spread its beneficent rays. And 
the virtue of our people, having suecess- 
fully resisted the seductive proposal of 
cheap money advocates, of fiat propagan- 
dists, and of revolutionary orators, wil} not 
be overcome by stale appeals to enter the 
path of infamy and ruin. Navertheless, the 
onset of the coalition between revolution- 
izing democracy, silver republicans and flat 
teaching populism, will be pushed with 
both vigor and zeal. Already the leaders 
are bringing their skirmishers into line for 
the congressional contests of next autumn. 
In a recent appeal, s: parately issued—vet 
by indubitable signs jointly conceived—the 
coalition formulated the catch words of the 
new campaign. 

“In reading these three addresses to ‘the 
people,’ as I have read. ‘them, carefully 
(and as a psychological study they are in- 
teresting), I am constantly reminded of the 
character of Iago in the tragedy of Othello. 
With seductive phrases Iago wrought upon 
the ingenuous nature of the brave and 
open-minded Moor. Every pure’ expression 
of interest from Desdemona toward Cassio 
was artfully perverted by Iago, and inter- 
preted to the mind of Othello as evidences 
of corrupt desires and wifely infidelity. 
He invented situations that he might -mis- 
interpret them. Excited, maddened by the 
suggestion of the man who played the 
role of friend, the guardian of honor. the 
unhappy victim, in a fit of unreasoning 
rage, smothered the woman he loved and 
immolated himself. 


Says Opposition Is Slanderous. 


“Taking the three addresses as a whole, 
barren of fact as they are, surcharged with 
infurious and slanderous allegation, unsup- 
ported by any evidence, we may, if willing 
to waive these important considerations, 
deduce from the-statements the following 
false propositions: 

“Twenty-five years ago the United States 
of America entered upon a period of indus- 
trial, moral and political decline. This } 
condition was inaugurated through the 
wicked, far-reaching purpose of a giant 
combination. Men have died—the original 
conspirators, many of them \are dead: but 
their ranks have never been reduced. 
Gradually the power of influence of the 
combination has extended. It now has 
under its control and direction. as sympi- 
thetic allies, the newspaper press, the 
great ‘body of literature, represented 
monthly and quarterly magazines. It has 
suborned all the avenues of general educa- 
tion, schools, colleges and universities. 
With almost perfect unanimity this pirati- 
cal campaign for a people’s ruin has been 
joined and pushed onward by business men 
of all grades and from all sections. We are 
asked to believe that virtue, character, 
patriotism, have become extinguished: that 
greed, ‘sordid greed,’ as they call it, alone 
survives, They ask us to believe that men 
carrying the burdens and_ responsibilities 
of business life, pushing enterprise, devel- 
oping commerce and manufactures, are so 
Stupidly ignorant as to act on the theory 
that they themselves can prosper under 
conditions which operate ‘to destroy ceom- 
merce, to breed business stagnation. and 
to create hard times in the midst of 
plenty.’ ”’ 

‘It is a noticeable tact that the political 
leaders to whom I have referred offer in 
their present add@ress no curative recom- 
mendations. But we know in advance that 
their alleged remedies are substantially 
found in the Chieago platform of 1896. and 
Prominent among these is the free coinage 
Of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. The ruin- 
ous character of the remedy has been again 
and again fully exposed—the shock and 
ruin to our commercial and industrial life 
which the inauguratton of this remedy 
would brine. 


Wants No Change in Money. 


_ The present money standard in 
United States for many years past has 
been gold: to it, and through it to ‘each 
other, all things and all services have be- 
come related. A change in the money 
would cause a universa! derangement in 
prices an@ a perfect dislocation in the re- 
lation of things to each other. Things en- 
joving a foreign market would quickly 
find a new price in the new money, and 
this price would be determined by the com- 
mereial value of the new money itself in 
the foreign market.

“in times of peace Spain stands tor tne 
game custody of our battieship Maine that 
America stood for Spain’s battleship Viz- 
cay while she was afioat in New York 
harbor. 

“Spain must make an accounting for our 
buried ship and entombed seamen—for the 
dignity of our flag. We are not fixing 
the responsibilities of the present situation 
or indulging in untimely reflection. 

‘Do we demand war? Never. Since Lee’s 
surrender at Appomattox the birds have 
built their nests in the cannon’s* mouth, 
and our swords have been beaten into 
pruning hooks and plowshares or shelved 
in museums to filustrate the history of 
emancipation for millions of the blacks. 

“But we do, unitedly and unceasingly, in- 
sist upon all possible reparafion for the 
sinking of the Maine, and above all, tor 
honors due the flag of a peaceful nation. 

“Superbly has our president held himself 
in this irritating and distracting time, and 
nobly has our congress supported him. It 
is better to be slow than to be rude, and it 
is better to be right than to be rash; but 
caution and resoiuteness and rigid justice 
must march abreast to maintain the dignity 
of the United States—the greatest republic 
of the earth.

Leaders of the New York Jumta Says 
Spain Can't Fix the Price.

New York. March 18.—That the Cubans 
are willing to end the strife in their island 
is without question, put while they are will- 
ing to pay Spain an indemnity, the leaders 
here are positive in their atsertions that 
they are not weakening in the slightest de- 
gree and are willing to continue the fight. 

The question of the amount of indemnity 
which might be paid in case such an agree- 
ment were feasible was talked of earnestly 
by the members of the Cuban junta here. 

Just what might have been paid three 
years ago and that which might seem rea- 
sonable now from Cubans’ point of 
view may be gathered from the following 
reply to a question which Thomas Estrada 
Palma made this afternoon: 

“At the beginning the war debt was $255,- 
000,000, but Cuba coutd not stand it and this 
was one of the reasons that the revolt 
was precipitated. 

“In the beginning of 1896, after fhe inva- 
sion of the western provinces by the Cu- 
bans, the latter might have been willing to 
pav $200.000.000. 

“At the beginning of the dry season of 
1896-97 they would have paid $15),000,000, but 
now they would not give more, if as much, 
than $100,000,000. - 

“If the wet season should set in @his year 
before such an agreement could be ar- 
ranged we would not think of paying any- 
thing.

TWO INDIANS IN FRAIL CANOE. 


Prhey Told a Terrible Tale of Sealing 
Ship in a Storm. 

Crescent City, Cal., March 18.—Two In- 
dians, bearing evidence of having suf- 
fered extreme hardships, arrived in this 
port this evening in a frail canoe. They 
had been afloat for two days and nights 
with@ut food and exposed to the buffeting 
of the wind and wave in the coldest storm 
of the season. 

The Indians belong to a British Colum- 
bia tribe and the following account of 
their misfortune was told through an in- 
terpreter: 

The schooner Theresa left Nootkai, near 
Vancouver, B. C., about six weeks ago on 
a sealing expedition with a crew and 
sealing force of twenty-five men. Last 
Monday, when off the Oregon coast, 4 few 
miles north of the mouth of the Rogue 
river, the vessal cast anchor and ten 
small boats, each manned by two or three 
men, started out in quest of seals. <A 
sudden and violent storm coming up, the 
boat manned by these-two Indians was 
unable to reach the schooner and it was 
only by superior skill that they were able 
to keep their boat afloat. They drifted 
down the coast and effected a landing at 
Crescent City. 

The Indians believe that a number if 
not all of those on the small boats have 
either foundered or been dashed to pieces 
on the rocks of the coast. , 

They a‘so believe that the Theresa has 
been wrecked, as the most of the crew 
were in the small boats when the storm 
struck them.

Patterson and the Battery—They 
Go to Mobile. 


HE most warlike . demonstrations 
“| amet have been witnessed in Atlanta 

were seen yesterday when a train- 
load of troops and supplies passed through 
the city. The troops were from Fortress 
Monroe, and were en route to Fort Morgan, 
at Mobile. 

The soldiers were of Battery I, First reg- 
iment of artillery. They were commanded by 
Captain Pattergon. The troops came over 
the Seaboard, and arrived here at 2:50 
o’clock. They were here until 4:20, when 
they left over the Atlanta and West Point 
train to Mobile. 

Hundreds of persons crowded around the 
depot to see the soldiers who were going 
to the coast. When the train rolled in the 
soldiers crowded off and walked around the 
vicinity of the station. None of them would 
venture far away, because they did not 
know at what minute they would have to 
leave for Mobile. They were alli fine-look- 
ing soldiers, and were brown-faced, as if 
they had been doing hard work. All were 
in uniform, with their leggings and cam- 
paign hats. 

Captain Patterson, the commander of the 
battery, was met at the train by General 
Graham, Colonel Simpson, the quartermas- 
ter for the department of the gulf, Lieuten- 
ant Barney and Captain Oscar Brown. 
Captain Patterson received some slight in- 
structions from General Graham and then 
hurried around to. get his men fed before 
pulling out for their destination. 

The feeding of the troops was the most 
interesting sight of ali. Every man wag out 
with field equipments, and it looked very 
much like war times. The soldiers drank 
coffee out of big tincups and ate their food 
from tinplates. 

The meeting between Captain Patterson 
and Captain Oscar Brown was interesting. 
These officers had known each other in the 
west, where they had served together. 
They seemed very happy to meet once 
more. 

Captain Patterson isa tall, soldierly- 
looking man. He has the appearance of 
being a splendid officer. He said that he 
would be joined by fhe other officers of his 
company soon. 

“IT have fifty-seven men with me,” said 
Captain Patterson. ‘“‘They are all good sol- 
diers and have been well drilled in artil- 
lery work. They will take charge of the 
artillery at Fort Morgan. I understand 
that they have several new rifles in place 
at that fort. 

‘‘Davis’s battery came down with our bat- 
tery as far as Greenville, but there it

The artillerymen were unanimous in say- 
ing that they had encountered more war 
excitement in Atlanta than in any other 
place.

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Real Election Reform. - | 


Never again in Georgia will gr 
and their friends be able to chgfge that 
advantage has been taken of them in the 
primary election, nor will the people 
have cause to complain that wirepullers 
have been able to defeat the desires of 
the voters. 

Reforms do not go backward, certain- 
ly not the reforms that contemplate the 
reference of political matters to the peo- 
ple themselves. Heretofore, that is to 
gay, when the people were called on to 
choose between statehouse candidates, 
there has been no regularity. Until 
two years ago, one county would hold a 
primary and another county would act 
through a so-called mass meeting. One 
county would act one day, and another 
county would take action a fortnigat 
afterwards. 

There was no rule or method by which 
the real desires of the people couid be 
accurately discovered. The so-called 
mass meetings frequently made declara- 
tions and selected delegates entirely op- 
posed to the will of a majority of the 
people. This was a very easy macier. 
All that was necessary was to insert a 
notice for a mass meeting in some ob- 
ecure corner of the county paper, or post 
a call on the courthouse door, selecting 
@ date that would shut out the couniry 
people, and tte thing was done. For 
twenty years there has been more or less 
of this character of “primary” elections. 

It was inevitable that such practices 
should cause complaint and dissatisfac- 
tion, and give rise to charges of fraud. 
More than that, when the state conven- 
tion met, it was no unusual thing to find 
one delegate representing a half dozen 
counties by proxy, by means of which 
one man would sometimes hold the bal- 
ance of power. Naturally, such a state 
of ‘affairs was intolerable and not to be 
endured. 

Reform in these directions has been 
going on gradually, and a decided step 
forward was made two years ago when 
the state committee, in response to in- 
struction of the convention of 1894, or- 
dered that all primaries be held on the 
Same day. : 

At its meeting last Thursday the dem- 
ocratic executive committee of the state 
disposed of the whole matter once for 
all. It took the longest step forward 
that has vet been taken, and no suc- 
ceeding committee is likely to undo its 
work. 

The people are not only to nominate 
the candidates for guvernor and state 
Officials through delegates: they are to 
vote for them directly. The names of 
the candidates are to be on the bailots, 
and then, when the choice of the people 
is thus unmistakably made known, the 
delegates to the state convention are to 
be selected by the various county com- 
mittees from among the friends of the 
@andidate who has received the largest 
vote in the primary. 

The state committee recommends that 
the voting precincts in every county be 
opened when the primary takes place, 
eo that every means and convenience 
be afforded the people to register their 
will. The primary is to be by ballot, 
and is to be held in every county in 
Georgia on the same day, the 6th of 
June. The returns of the primary elec- 
- tion are to be made the following day 
to the executive committee of each coun- 
ty, and the committee is to canvass the 
game and declare the result. | The dele- 
gates appointed to the state convention 
have no discretion asto_ their votes.

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Last Year’s Cotton Crop. 

The United States agricultural depart- 
ment has recently sent out some inter- 
esting figures bearing upon last year’s 
cotton’crop.

Bessemer Steel’s Inventor. 

One of the world’s greatest benefactors 
has passed away in the recent death of 
Sir Henry Bessemer. 

To the genius of this illustrious Briton 
the world is indebted for the process of 
converting pig iron into steel; and when 
the impetus which this invention has im- 
parted to the world’s industrial prog- 
ress is considered, it becomes apparent 
that the niche of honor which both hem- 
ispheres have readily assigned to him 
is not superior to the merit of his great 
achievement. e: 

Most of jthe inventions which have 
given color to the century which is now 
drawing to itg close have come from this 
side of the Atlantic, and they include 
the achievement of such illustrious men 
as Robert Fulton, Elias Howe, Eli Whit- 
ney, Samuel F. B. Morse, Cyrus W. Field 
and Thomas A. Edison. Indeed, so rich 
have been our contributions to the 
world’s industrial progress that, without 
the slightest tinge of jealousy in our 
contemplation of Sir Henry Bessemer’s 
achievement, we can heartily unite with 
our brethren across the water in placing 
the well-earned wreath of fame upon his 
brow. . 

Sir Henry Bessemer first announced 
his invention to the world in 1856, and 
the circumstances leading up to it are 
not without some interest in this con- 
nection. He started out, it seems, in 
the modest occupation of refining cast 
iron for the purpose of manufactufing 
improved guns, and while thus employed 
he conceived the idea of expelling the 
carbon from the cast iron by means of 
forcing air through the molten mass 
Zighteen months were spent in the la- 
borious task of testing the feasibility of 
this idea, and finally the health of the 
inventor broke down completely under 
the burden of his arduous work. But he 
did not give up in despair, and when his 
health returned to him at length, he ap- 
plied himself with increased zeal to the 
perfection of his process, and success 
eventually rewarded him. After duly 
obtaining a patent for his process, Sir 
Henry Bessemer sold the right of using 
it to several ironmasters, but for some 
reason they could not make it work suc- 
cessfully in the production of pure steel, 
and they immediately preferred charges 
of imposture and humbuggery against 
him. In order to prove the good faith 
in which he had disposed of the use of 
his patent, he bought it back from the 
dissatisfied ironmasters, and after mak- 
ing some minor changes in it, embarked 
in the manufacture of steel on his own 
account. He set up his establishment 
in the heart of Sheffield, and soon dem- 
onstrated to his incredulous enemies the 
feasibilty of his process. The result of 
it was that the manufacture of steel 
throughout the world was almost in- 
stantly revolutionized. Immense wealth 
poured into the coffers of the illustrious 
inventor, and in the course of time the 
badge of knighthood was bestowed upon 
him. Under this process the cost of 
producing steel was not only consider- 
ably reduced, but at the same time its 
quality was greatly improved. From 
that time forward the building of rail- 
roads commenced with renewed impetus 
and almost every phase of the world's 
industrial life manifested fresh signs of 
vitality. Such, in brief, ig the story of 
this invention which has been of such 
surpassing benefit to mankind. 

But the manufacture of steel accord- 
ing to this new process is not the only 
achievement with which the name of 
Sir Henry Bessemer is associated. Up 
to 1851 he had patented several useful 


_ 
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inventions, all of which he exhibited at | 


the great international exposition of that 
year. Among these inventions were his 
centrifugal pump, his sugar separator 
and his plate glass polisher. Although 
the day of his usefulness had passed ere 
the final summons came to the aged in- 
ventor, weighted down with the burden 
of more than four score years, the world 
nevertheless feels conscious of a great 
loss in the death of Sir Henry Besse- 
mer.

POLICEMAN DOES GOOD DETECTIVE WORK 


Patrolmen Doyal and Jolly Work Up 
Two .Cases—Five Thieves Now 
Behind Prison Bars.

Peachtree street, every day. Jim discovered 
a most excellent opportunity to make good 
use of his liberty as a trusty, for he saw 
a chance to steal from the man who was 
trusting him. We communicated this in- 
formation to another negro, Tillman Bur- 
gess, and Burgess communicated it to 
Alonzo Wright, and Wright communicated 
it to his employer, Tom West, a negro 
who runs a wood yard at No, 213 Pied- 
/mont avenue. West agreed to give Wright 
$2 to give Burgess to give the trusty con- 
vict if he would deliver the stolen goods 
at a designated place. Mitchell agreed to 
steal the goods and he accordingly helped 
himself to a large lot of corn, oats, hay 
and iran and then threw in eight or ten 
large hams for good measure. 

The goods were given Burgess, who 
turned them over to Wright in the rear of 
920 Peachtree street. ‘Wright hauled @ 
boad in one of West's wagons, carefully 
covering up the booty with dead. oak leaves. 
‘The load was delivered to West, and 
Wright made a second load gafely. 

In the meantime the fact that Mitchell 
Was stealing leaked out and he was sent 
to the chaingang, where he could be close- 
ly guarded, and the liberties of a trusty 
forever taken away from him Wright, 
not Knowing that Mitchell was removed, 
went after a third load, but found a trusty 
who wouldn't be bribed. , 

Before his removal Mitchell, however, 
had asked for his $2, and West had 
sent. it by Wright, who handed the money 
to Burgess. But for once there was not 
honor among thieves and Burgess pocketed 
the money: (Mitchell raised a row and 
Burgess gave him 40 cents on account. It 
was this row which aroused Ahe suspi- 
cions against Mitchell and eauséd him to 
lose his trusty job.

A Two to One Proposition. 

Editor Constitution—I have watched with 
much interest what has been said in refer- 
erence to the matter of joint debate be- 
tween the three candidates for the demo- 
cratic nomination for governor, and while 
the subject is up, I may be excused for 
presenting one view of the question which 
should be considered in eonnection with the 
discussion as to whether er not the three 
candidates should meet in joint debate. 

It has been evident from the very begin- 
ning of this campaign that a desperate ef- 
fort will be made by the opponents of Colo- 
nel Candler to defeat him, and that to this 
end each of the two candidates who are op~ 
posing Candler are against him more than 
they are against one another. Not a step 
that has been taken in this campaign as 
failed to make clear the fact that it is 4 
question of Cundler against the field and 
that he fs fighting the combined forces of 
two candidates instead of standing up man 
to man as against one at a time. 

Of course the two candidates would be 
delighted to get Colonel Candler in a joint 
deBate with them; and so far aS I know, 
Cotonel Candler may accept. But before he 
does, he should keep in view the fact that, 
if he does so, he would go into such a de- 
bate on a two-to-one proposition. He would 
have to meet two men at the same time, 
both attacking him and each working in 
thorough harmony with the other to the 
end that Colonel Candler may be placed at 
a disadvantage. Colonel Candler is a brave 
man, and he has stood up against greater 
odds than this; but the effort of his oppo- 
nents to drive him into a debate in which 
two men shall stand up against him, one 
to attack him before and the other to con- 
clude, is so plainly preposterous to an ordi- 
nary wayfarer that I do not believe he 
will permit himself to be caught in the trap 
wihich has been laid for him.

Mr. Wa:ter Colquitt introduced two 
arrendments to the resolution eall- 
ing the primary on the 21st. Mr. Col- 
quitt seriously objected to holdirg the con- 
gressional primary on the same date as the 
county primary. He thought the candi- 
dates should be chosen -at different pri- 
meries. 7 

Mr. Colquitt first Introduced an amend- 
ment to the resolution, providing that at 
the primary the voters shall have the right 
to express their sentiments on the question 
of putting the county officers on salaries 
and abolishing the fee system. His amend- 
ment provided that all who favored the fee 
system shall put on their tickets ‘‘against 
salaries,” and all who favor the Salary 
system should write on their tickets “for 
galaries.”’ 

This amendment. which its in line with 
Mr. C. I. Branan’s bill introduced in the 
legislature, was voted down. The amend- 
ment introduced by Mr. Colquitt providing 
that the congressional primary be deferred 
to a later date than the county primary, 
called forth considerable discussion. Mr. 
Colquitt said he favored no particular can- 
didate, but he did not think the congres- 
sional candidate should be chosen at the 
same time with the others. He made a 
stirring speech. 

.Mr. H. H. Cabaniss opposed the amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Colquitt. He made a 
strong speech against it, and argued that 
all the candidates should be selected at one 
time. Mr. Harvey Johnson also opposed 
Mr. Colquitt’s amendment.

gard to the matter. 
For a Uniform Primary. 

There was one declaration made by the 
committee, however, on which all the 
members of the committee agree. It Was 
Suggested jin letters from Colonel Cand- 
ler and Senator Berner, and not a man in 
the gathering had aught to say against 
it. It was the recommendation that, in 
making the arrangements for the cam- 
paign this year, the committee should 
provide for the holding of uniform prima- 
ries in every one of the 137 counties of the 
State, under circumstances that would give 
every democrat a chance to vote and to 
have his vote counted. The committee dis- 
puted on every other matter submitted to 
it, butt without question the members 
agreed that the reform proposed was one 
which met with their hearty commenda- 
tion and support. The Candler men and 
the Berner men and the Atkinson men all 
took occasion to say that they wanted a 
fair ballot and an honest count on the line 
suggested by the committee. 

The communications from Colonel Cand- 
ler and Senator Berner, addressed by them 
to the committee, were printed yesterday 
in The Constitution, and a copy of the 
letter sent by Judge Atkinson to Colonel 
Candler was also printed. Each of the 
three candidates addressed themselves to 
the same political line, but Colonel Cand- 
ler’s response to Judge Atkinson was not 
printed along with the letter which in- 
vited it. As a matter of fact, it has be- 
come fashionable during the past few 
weeks for all the candidates for all the 
offices on the state ticket to indulge in 
more or less emphatic demands for a state 
primary, but in all of these heroic utter- 
ances no reference has vet been made to 
that single portion of Colonel Candler’s 
reply to Judge Aitkinson which is of real 
significance at this time. 

Candler’s First Suggestion. 

In his answer Colone] Candler called to 
the attention of Judge Atkinson the fact 
that as early as February 19th he had ad- 
dressed a letter to each of the members 
of the state executive committee, saying 
that ‘‘methods absolutely fair should be 
employed in the selection of our party can- 
didates, and this end I suggest that 
your committee order primaries in all the 
counties in the state on the same day.’ 
He said he was much gratified to know 
that Judge Atkinson so fully indorsed the 
suggestion made by him to the members 
of the state committee on that date, and 
said: “I beg to assure you that in further- 
ance of this end, so much to be desired by 
all who have at heart the good of the 
party, if you think, in view of the fact 
above stated, an additional suggestion by 
me, jointly with you, would aid in this di- 
rection, I shall be happy to 
such 


to 


join you in 
a request as you suggest. I assure 
you of my readiness to co-operate heartily 
at all times with you and other demo- 
crats in the promotion of the best inter- 
ests of the democratic party.” 

But, even while realizing that Colonel 
Candler has been the first man in the state 
to suggest a uniform primary, and, while 
admitting that this was the one single 
matter at issue before the members of the 
state committee, an effort is being made to 
stir up strife over the committee’s action 
in selecting a date for the primaries, and 
in electing Mr. duBignon chairman of the 
committee. The effort will not amount to 
much. because even those who differed with 
the majority of the committee took occasion 
last night that they had no desire 
to inject any bitterness in the campaign 
among the’ democratic candidates for gov- 
ernor, and that they were earnestly op- 
posed to the apparent desire on the part 
of a very small minority to stir up further 
personal contentions, 


Effort To Stir Up Strife. 


In an evening paper yesterday a some- 
what hysterical effort was made to show 
that there had been a violent factional en- 
counter at the committee meeting. It was 
said that the meeting was ‘the stormiest, 
most exciting and most acrimonious held in 
years.” It was said that “the gallery ex- 
pressed their feelings so frequently and so 
boisterously that several times Chairman 
Clay threatened to put them out.”’ Further 
was that a previously 
conceived determination fo elect Hon. F. 
G duBignon chairman was in evidence, 
but that this ‘‘was only accomplished after 
a terrific struggle.” 

If the gentleman who saw and reported 
on all these things received the reward of 
honest merit that is due him he would 
abandon Georgia politics and take to the 
war fields which now invite the ingenuity 
of the yellow journalist of New York. As 
a matter of fact, the meeting of the state 
committee was one of the liveliest held in

For some time prior to the 
rate cutfing, the Canadian Pacific was 
allowed a) differential of $7.50 on first-class 
and $5 on second-class business under the 
lowest rates of competing lines. That is, 
the Canadian Pacific sold a ticket from 
Chicago, say to Portland, for $7.59 less than 
the ticket cost by the Great Northern or 
the Northern Pacific or any other line on 
this side of the border. 

The gold excitement started 
ly heavy travel across the 
the lower rates offered by 
Pacific caught a large part 
The United States roads thought that 
their Canadian competitor Wus getting 
more than its share of the travel, and they 
reduced their rates $7.50 first-class and $5 
second-class. The Canadian Pacific met 
this open reduction by a corresponding re- 
duction o@its rates. The cutting continued, 
and the roads are now losing a great deal 
of money which they might as well be 
making. 

At this conference the Canadian Pacific 
proposed that the old rates be restored, 
and that the question of the differential be 
referred to arbitration. Some of the offi- 
Cilals present thought that was ae good 
proposition, but all the American officials 
did not, agree, and the entire week has 
been spent wrangling over a compromise. 

The representatives of the roads present 
evidently hav@ orders from their presidents 
to stay in New York until some understand- 
ing is reached, 

It is reported that if the lines fail to 
agree, the Canadian Pacifie will announce 
a rate of $5 from St. Paul to Puget sound.

LOW RATES TO AUGUSTA. 


The Roads Entering That City Will 
Make Reductions for Centennial. 

A meeting of representatives of the roads 
which enter Augusta was held in that city 
on Thursday and special rates were agreed 
upon for the Centennial and Merrymakers’ 
week. The celebration will be held the 
last week in April. A fund of $10,000 has 
been raised for the purpose of giving the 
visitors a good time.

Debates Between Messrs. Tate and 
Thompson Discussed. 


ARRANGED 


A SCHEDULE IS 


The Two Committees Held Lengthy 
but Interesting Session Yester- 
day at the Kimball House. 


—_—_— 


The joint committees appointed by Con- 
gressmen F, C. Tate and Howard Thomp- 
son, candidates for congress in the ninth 
congressional! district, met yesterdny in the 
Kimbal] house to arrange for the joint de- 
bates and to fix the dates and name the 
places. 

The committee appointed by Mr. Thomp- 
son is composed of Hon. 8S. C. Dunlap, of 
Gainesville: George E. Deweyler and Hon, 
W. E. Candler, of Blairsville. 
tee appointed by Mr. Tate is composed of 
Captain W. A. Willingham, of Cornelia; 
Colone] M. L. Ledford, of Blairsville, and 
Ben F. Perry, of Canton. 

The session of the joint committees last- 
ed more than three hours yesterday and 
after much discussion the meeting = ad- 
journed, because a satisfactory agreement 
in some minor details could not be reached. 

Mr. Thompson’s committee offered the 
following as a basis for agreement: 

“We, the undersigned, acting for and in 
behalt of Howard Thompson and F. C. 
Tate to arrange the time, places and terms 
of the joint discussion into which they 
have agreed to enter, in the interest of 
their respective candidates for the demo- 
cratic nomination to the fifty-sixth con- 
gress of the United States, have agreed 
upon the foilowing: 

“First. ‘That each speaker ghall 
the right to open and conclude the de- 
bate on alternate meetings, and the one 
opening shall do 6o in one hour and the 
other shali follow in a speech of one hour 
and twenty minutes, the first to conclude 
in a twenty-minutes’ rejoinder. 

‘Second. That the one who has the 
right to open and conclude shall also have 
the right to select the chairman who shall 
preside, preserve order and keep the gime. 

“Third. Until said debate is opened and 
conciuded each candidate shall have the 
right to make euch other speeches at such 
times and places as in his judgment he 
sees proper.

No personalities or words of 
personal character shall be in- 
dulged in, and should such be attempted 
by either candidate {t shall. be the duty 
of the chairman to cull him to orde® and 
suppress the same. This shall not -be 
construed as to prevent full and free dis- 
cussion of the potitical record of either 
candidate. 

“Fifth. The following appointments have 
been agreed upon, and at the first meet- 
ing the Hon, shall have the right 
to open and conclude.’”’ 

Mr. Thompson’s committee further ask- 
ed that there be one joint debate in each 
of the seventeen counties of the district, 
unless possibly the home counties of the 
candidates be excepted. 

To all of the above Mr. Tate’s commit- 
tee consented, except in the points be- 
low named: 

The time of the speakers to be three 
hours instead of two hours and forty min- 
utes, and each speaker to have one short 
reply to the other, as follows: The first 
one hour and fifteen mithutes, the second 
one hour and twenty minutes; the first to 
have fifteen minutes’ reply and tithe second 
nm rejotnder of ten minutes, and a 
that the ladies also be specially 
vVited. ! : 

Both of these exceptions were accepted 
by Mr. Thompson's committee. as was also 
a proposition «o arrange for a joint de- 
bate at the county site in each of the sev- 
-iteen counties of the district. 

But the hitch came over the third vrop- 
osition of Mr. Thompson's committee and 
in lteu of that the Tate committee offered 
the following: 

“As to whether or not the candidates 
shall have the right to speak before, dur- 
ing or after the conclusion of the joint de- 
bates, we do not consider that this commit- 
tee has any power to fix and control, and 
therefore leave that question with the can- 
didates themselves.’’ 

This was dissented to by Mr. Thomp- 
son’s committee, which held to its first 
proposition.-At this point Mr. Tate’s com- 
mittea proposed to leave the contest over 
this proposition for Hon. F. G. duBignon, 
chairman of the state democratic commit- 
tee, to decide, but this: “Ir. Thompson's 
committee refused to accept, and Bere the 
work of the committees ended and no time 
suggested for any future meeting. 

The meeting of the committee was very 
pleasant and each member left with besr 
and most cordial relations and feelings for 
each other.

The prosecution, from some mythical 
source, had promised to produce all sorts 
of witnesses, who would testify to certain 
facts implicating Trimble and McConnell in 
a plan to have Conley waylaid by John 
Cox and killed, and warrants were sworn 
out day yesterday. There was 
plenty of legal ability present to represent 
the state, but there were no witnesses.

FOR MRS. NOBLES 


Lawyers Plead Eloqnently for the Wo- 
man’s Life Before the Board. 


TALKS OF LAW AND SENTIMENT 


Does Not Believe Extreme Penalty 
| Justified in This Case. 


MARION HARRIS CALLS FOR JUSTICE 


He Pleads for Clemency on Account 
of Reasonable Doubt of Both 
Guilt and Sanity. 


HE last desperate battle for the life 

of the forlorn old murderess, Elizi- 

beth Nobles, was begun at 10:30 
o'clock yesterday morning, before the par- 
don board, in their rooms at the capitol. 
The gloomy evidence in this remarkable 
case has been told and retold in all the 
courts of the state, and even the United 
States sunreme court has listened to the 
story of how the lonely old woman mur- 
dered her aged hushand, and the result has 
been the Same in every instance, cach tri- 
bunal affirming the decision of the one be- 
low it, and Gecreeing mercilessly that Mrs, 
Nobles should ignominiously expiate ber 
crime on the gallows. At last the Struggle 
in the o'd woman's behalf has reached its 
fina] stand, and if the pardon board re- 
fuses to look with favor on the petition of 
the lawyers who are condvcting the appeal, 
there will only be the governor and the gal- 
lows between the old murderess and eter- 
nity. 

Tris fact seemed to be appreciated by 
every one present at the hearing of the 
petition for a commutation yesterday morn- 
ing, and an 
pervaded the session of this court of !ast 
resort, whose proceedings are always of a 
grave nature. Colonel William C, Glenn 
and Attorney Marion Harris, of Macon, 
who never onee deserted Mrs. Nobles 
in her fight for life, were present 
to urge her cause before the commission. 

Colonel Glenn’s Eloquent Plea. 
Glenn made the opening’ argu- 
ment for clemency. He looked at the case 
from a standpoint of law. He represented 
forcibly that the trial had taken 
Twiggs county, the scene of the 
when the public mind was inflamed at its 
unusual features, and that under such cir- 
cumstances no jury could be expected to 
render justice to the @fendant. He also 
argued that the defendants had been tried 
simultaneously, another proceeding that 
militated strongly against a fair showing 
for each. The point advanced 
in Colonel Glenn's eloquent app?:al was that 
the question of Mrs. 
never been submitte@ to a jury. There was 
strong reason to infer, fe declared, from 
the facet that her mother and two uncles 
and aunts had been afflicted with insanity 
that the same cloud had fallen on her 
mind and rendered her actions irresponsi- 
ble. He said: 

‘The form of the law has been complied 
with, but the soul has been absent in this 
case, and I declare that there is too much 
of that sort of thing in this state, and it 
ought to stop. There is no difference be- 
tween a lynehing in the courthouse and a 
Ivnching on the outside. Neither this siate 
ar any other state can afford to commit a 
wrong like that. The civilized world today 
is agitated by the Dreyfus case. Regard- 
less of his guilt or innocence, the moral 
sense is shocked at the methods by which 
the result was reached. That trial was no 
more wrong than this. Dreyfus is rich and 
has influential friends. This old woman is 
poor and friendless. Born and reared in 
the country, the mother of fourteen chil- 
dren, and fifty-six years of age, the de- 
seendant of a woman who died in the in- 
sane asylum at about the same age, with 
well developed tendency to homicidal ma- 
nia, it is inconceivable that in a sound 
ming she murdered the father of her four- 
teen children. 

“The only reason assigned for it is that 
she said she wanted to see pleasure. Eith- 
er rejecting or accepting the horrible sug- 
gestion made by some people outside the 
record that this referred to relations with 
the negro—a suggestion which reason fre- 
jects in view of her age and condition— 
that remark only confirms the belief that 
she had in her mind that insanity which 
was implanted in her nature even before 
her birth. 

“The fact that she is a woman is apow- 
erful circumstance affecting her at the time 
of the trial. There is no telling what 
might have been badgered into saying. I 
take it that if she had been differently rep- 
resented at the start, and more money haa 
been Spent on the case, We would not be 
here:today. There can be no goodin hang- 
ing this old woman. It will do no good 
to society. It will put the seal of approval 
on courthouse lynchings, and it is time that 
this should stop.’”’ 

Colonel] Glenn’s argument throughout was 
logical and closely connected, and he 
listened to with keem attention by 
members of the pardon board. At the 
eonclusion of his speech Mr. Marion Har- 
ris took the floor and ably supplemented 
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Attorney Harris Pleads Insanity. 


He submitted documents proving that 
Sarah Scarborough, the mother of Mrs. 
Nobles,, was an inmate of the asylum for 
the insane at the age of fifty-five. He also 
drew attention to the fact as presented by 
Colonel Glenn that other relatives had suf- 
fered from mental troubles... In spite of 
this incontrovertible evidence, Mr, Har- 
ris sai@ the old cry against the “‘insanity 
dodge” in this case. He 
declared that he had: never experienced a 
case more deserving of such investigation, 
and he exclaimed dramatically: 

“If Elizabeth Nobies is hanged for this 
homicide, I insist that a greater crime will 
have been committed than the one by 
which her husband l!ost his life. Mrs. No- 
bles was tried in a’perfect cyclone of pas- 
sion and clamor, and she was too ignorant 
and too weak mentally to make a sugges- 
tion to her attorney. On aceount of mis- 
takes then made in the conduct of her 
ease. she shoufd not be shut out for trial 
on this issue.’’ 

In reply to the assertion which Mr. Har- 
ris said had frequently been made to the 
effect that the demand for Mrs. Nobles’s 
death was universal in Tv&ges county, he 
submitted a petition signed by a large num- 
ber of respectable white people of one 
of the Twiggs militia districts, and also 
by two of the jurors who tried her the first 
time, pleading for executive elemency for 
the old woman. 

Mr. Harris said that there had been no 
motive for Mrs. Nobies’s crime and that 
he had never been convinced of her com- 
plicity in it. She had lived forty years 
with her husband in peace and love, and 
had borne him fourteen children. In hig 
opinion there were bonds between the old 
couple which would have rendered auch an
